A most graphic story of the he- 
roism of Major Archibald Butt on 
the Titanic was told today in an 
interview given to The Washing- 
ton Star's staff correspondent in 
New York by Miss Marie Young, a 
former resident of this city. Miss 
Young is believed to have been the last 
woman to leave the Titanic, and the 
last of the survivors to have talked 
with the president’s military aide. 

She and Major Butt had long been 
friends, Miss Young having been a 
special music instructor to the chil- 
dren of former .President Roosevelt. 
Miss Young said: 

“The last person to whom I spoke 
on board the Titanic was Archie Butt, 
and his good, brave face, smiling at 
me from the deck was the last I could 
distinguish as the boat I was in pulled 
away from the steamer’s side. 

“Archie himself put me into the boat. 
wrapped blankets around me and 
tucked me in as carefully as if we 
were starting on a motor ride. He 
himself entered the boat with me, per- 
forming the little courtesies as calmly 
and with as smiling a face as if death

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The list of the survivors of the Ti- 
tanic as it came tn by wireless from 
the Carpathia was made up almost al- 
together of the names of women and 
children. In the fateful hours that 
followed the collision with the iceberg 
nq While the huge liner was sinking 
yt sixteen lifeboats on the Titanic 
we » filled and lowered, the rule of 
the sea that women and children go 
first being apparently. strictly ob- 
served. When all the women ang chil- 
dren were in the boats what room was 
left was taken by men. The usual cus- 
tom in such cases is first come first 


served. The men are placeq in the 
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boats as they form in line, and in 
previous wrecks ghere have been awful 
scenes as men fought for advantageous 
places. No such fighting ts allowed 
sO long as there are women left. The 
ship’s officers attend to that and will 
shoot any man who tries to force his 
way ahead of a woman. The Titanic 
salled under the rules of the British 
admiralty, which do not require a ves- 
sel to carry boats enough to care for 
all those on board. The theory is that 
the boat could not sink or at least 
that, no matter what the accident, it 
woulg float long enough for halp to 
arrive and that boats are therefore

New York, April 19.—The story of 
how the Titanic met its fate was told 
today to the United States senate in- 
vestigating committee by J. Bruce 
Ismay, managing director of the White 
Star line. 

Details of the story were drawn out 
by Senator William Alden Smith, chair- 
ran of the’ special subcommittee 
charged with the examination of wit- 
nesses, and Senator Newlands, the 
other senator who came to New York 
to conduct the inquiry. 

When asked the circumstances un- 
der which he left the boat, Mr. Ismay 
replied almost in a whisper: 

“One of the boats was being filled. 
Officers called out to know if there 
were any more women to go. There 
were none. No passengers were on 
the deck. As the boat was being low- 
ered I got into it.” 

Mr. Ismay was nervous when he took 
the stand. He gave his age as 50 years, 
He said he sailed as a voluntary pas- 
scnger on the Titanic. 

“rt wish to say I court the fullest 
inquiry,” said Mr. Ismay. ‘We have 
nothing to conceal. 

“The accident took place on Sunday 
night. The exact time I do not know, 
because I was asleep. The ship sank, 
I am told, at 2:30. 

HE DENIES THAT TITANIC 
WAS GOING AT FULL SPEED 

‘T understand you have been told 
that the Titanic was running at full 
speed. It never had run at full speed. 

“She was built to go eighty revolu- 
ticns and never had been sped up to 
that. We never had_all her boilers 
working.” 

Although he came on a “voluntary 
trip,” Mr. Ismay said, his puwPose was 
to see how the ship worked and in 
what manner she could be improved 
upon. A representative of the bullder, 
Mr. Andrew, was on board, Mr. Ismay 
so id. 

“Did he survive?" asked Mr. Smith. 

“Unfortunately, no.” 

“During your voyage did you know 


ator Smith asked. 
‘T knew some had been reported,” 
replied Ismay. 


Senator Smith asked if Ismay sought 


to send any wireless messages from 

the Titanic after she struck. He said 

no. 

Ismay sald he heard the captain give 
the order to lower the boats. 
“T then left the bridge,’

In his own boat were four 
members of the crew and forty-five 
passengers. 

“Was there any jostling or attempt 
by men to get into the boats?” asked 
Senator Smith.

Senator Smith told Mr. Ismay it was 
reported that the second lifeboat left 
without its fwil complement of oars- 
men, and from 11:30 p. m. tntil 7:30 
a m. women were forced to row the 
boat. 

“T know nothing about it.” 

Mr. Ismay was asked how long he 
remained on the injured ship. 

“That would be hard to estimate,” 
he responded. “Almost untll she sank. 
Probably an hour and a quarter.” 

Then Senator Smith asked the cir- 
cumstances under which he left the 
boat. 

“THERE WERE NO MORE WOMEN; 
NO PASSENGERS WERE ON DECK’ 
“The boat was being filled,” began 

Mr. Ismay, “the officers called out to 

know if there were any more women 

to go. There were none. No passen- 
gers were on the deck. So as the 
boat was being lowered I got into it.”

I was rowing in the 
lifeboat all the time until we were 
picked up. I turned’ back only once 
after we left the vessel. I saw her 
green light and never turned back 
again. I did not want to see th end.” 

“Was there confusion apparent on 
the Titanic when you looked back?” 

“IT did not see any.” 

“After you left Captain Smith on the 
bridge, did you see him?’ 

“IT did not.” 

“How many wireless operators were 
there on the Titanic?” 

“I presume there were two,’ said 
Mr. Ismay. “Ono is always on “watch.” 

“Did they survive?” 

“IT have been told one did.” 

Senator Smith asked Ismay whether 
he had anything to do with selecting 
the crew of his lifeboat. 

“IT did not,” was the snappy reply.

TO TAKE ANY LIFEBOAT, HE SAYS 


“Mr. Ismay claims, according to reports, that he took the- last 


lifeboat,” cried Senator Rayner. 


“T do not believe it, and if he did 


it was cowardly to take any lifeboat, for the managing director with 
his board is criminally responsible for this appalling tragedy. 

“If this haa happened on an American vessel there would be 
no question that an indictment would be found, and if the facts were 
sustained the officers of the company could be convicted of man- 
slaughter, if not of murder, because the evidence is clear that the 
vessel was not properly equipped with efficient lite-saving apparatus. 

“T have not the slightest doubt that the northern route was 


taken in obedience to Mr. Ismay’ 


s direct orders, and that with full 


warning he risked the life of his entire ship to make a speedy pas- 


sage. 


“T care not what the rules of the British admiralty are. 


Here 


you have the spectacle of the head of the line failing to see that 
his ship was properly equipped with life-saving apparatus, heedless 
of the warnings that he was sailing in a dangerous sea, torsaking 
his vessel and permitting 1,500 of her passengers and‘crew to be 


swallowed by the sea. 


The martyrdom and agonies of separation 


that took place on board the sinking ship are tooeartul for the 
mind to dwell upon and contemplate, but Mr. Ismay, officer prima- 
rily responsible for the whole disaster, has reached his destination 


in safetv and unharmed. 


NO LEGISLATION CAN BRING 
BACK TO EARTH SINGLE LIFE 


“No legislation can bring back to earth.a single life lost upon 


that fatal night. 


What we can do is to help to fix the responsi- 


bility and rely upon British justice to bring to bay the guilty direc- 


torate of this company. 


“All civilized nations will applaud the criminal prosecution of 


the management on this line. 


If they can be made to suffer, no 


sympathy will go out to them, and if it does, it will be submerged 
in the overwhelming lamentation that today re-echoes throughout

THE TURKO-ITALIAN CRISIS. 


The long quiescence of the Turko-Italian war has been broken 
by the aggression of Italy in carrying the war literally to the ene- 
my’s front door and attacking the Dardanelles. 

While prophecy regarding a climax to hostilities has been many 
times disproved, it now appears that the beginning of the end of a) 
curious and complicated war is at hand. 

The Turkish navy is a farce and can make a showing against 
the Italian fleet hardly as formidable as the resistance offered the 
American vessels by the Spanish in the running fight off Santiago. 

\Mlore uncertainty exists as to the land defenses of Turkey, in- 
cluding the skill and efficiency with which mines have been placed 
in the approaches to the Dardanelles. 

The feature most likely to bring concerted outside intervention 
—friendly or otherwise—is the interruption to international trade 
relations and traffic inseparable from the closeness of the theater of 
conflict to the shipping and other interests of the various European 
lations.
